13:1: "Brotherly love m ust contin­ 
u e " 
W ith the statem ent th at the 
words of his text expressed “the 
most fundam ental necessity of h u ­ 
m an living,” the speaker turned to 
New Testam ent history for the story 
of 
the development of 
Christian 
brotherhood. 
“Imperatives charac­ 
terized the lives of people in the 
first century," the Rev. Mr. Myers 
asserted, "but the revolt of the six­ 
teenth century 
reformers against 
ecclesiastical authority marked the 
beginning of the end of the im pera­ 
tive claims. 
With th at came the 
doctrine of individualism th at is di­ 
rectly opposed to the spirit of broth­ 
erly love. 
Brotherly Love 
"B rotherly love is something 
in 
th e deepest nature of m an: 
it is 
spiritual and possessed of the qual­ 
ity of the m ost exalted kind of cor­ 
porate living. The fraternal im per­ 
ative receives its motivation from 
God 
Its source is in God and it 
Myves in the province of hum an re­ 
lationships. the highest expression 
of values in the world," the pastor 
stated. 
Speaking of the need for brother­ 
ly love in hum an affairs, the Rev. 
Mr. Myers referred to the war prob­ 
lem. "The fraternal Imperative en ­ 
joins us to curb the selfishness and ! 
greed of the hum an heart, to take j 
the profits out of war, rid ourselves 
of 
the 
ultra - nationalism 
which 
breeds suspicion, provides for the 
free flow of trade between nations, 
declare war a sin and absolutely re­ 
fuse to bear arm s.” 
The need for 
th e exercise of brotherly love in the 
fields of economics was emphasized. 
Listing 
methods 
of 
promoting 
brotherly love, the speaker conclud­ 
ed "Practice the principles©! your 
order honestly and sincerely, carry 
them to their logical and legitimate 
conclusion beyond the membership 
of the order."
